In Mount Prospect 
Man, wife are slain in 
apparent murder-suicide 


Two persona were dead from gunshot 


wounds late Friday night in what police 
theorize may hare been the murder-sui- 
cide of Gary and Virginia ZUligcn at 7 N. 
Main, Mount Prospect. 


Police arrived at the apartment short- 


ly after 11 p.m. Friday and found Gary 
Zilligcn. 40. with a gunshot wound in his 
head. They found his wife, Virginia, 38, 
with a wound in her chest. Both victims 
were taken to Northwest Community 
Hospital where Gory Zilllgeo was pro- 


nounced dead at 11:12 p.m. and Mrs. Zil- 
llgen was pronounced dead at 11:45 p.m. 


The couple had five children ranging in 


age from 9 to 14 years. 


According to members of the family, 


Mrs. ZUligen was at the apartment of 
relatives for a birthday party and was 
leaving when she was shot by someone 
standing in the hallway. The body of 
Gary Zilllgen was found nearby with on 
apparent self-inflicted wound in the head. 


, Mrs. Zilligen was reportedly seperatcd 
from her husband and living at 970 Rose, 
Des Plaines. 


Police were still investigating the in- 


cident late Friday night and were at the 
scene until around midnight, according 
to a witness. 


Members of the family said later at 


Northwest Community Hospital that they 
heard four shots in the apartment hall- 
way.

When the economy closed in on Vincent 


Pettittl, a former $500 a week truck driv- 
er, he became a bitter man caught in a 
tangle of bureaucratic red tape in an ef- 
fort to get food stamps for his family. 


Pettitti was the kind of guy who used 


to call into radio talk shows to "rap" 
welfare recipients. But the man who lost 
his job four months ago now says "it 
takes this kind of living to change your 
mind. It's like going from a decent living 
to hell. Nobody knows the situation until 
they're in the position I'm in. 


With a mortgage and family to sup- 


port, the $420-pcr-month unemployment 
check isn't enough. So Pettitti looked for 
help, for food stamps to get him through 
the toughest time of his life. 


WHEN HE FINALLY received his first 


one-month allotment he understood all 
too well the problem of welfare in the 
suburbs. 


There is a several week wait to get an 


appointment to apply for food stamps at 
the Northwest Opportunity Center in Ar- 
lington Heights — the only agency in the 
area where applications are taken. It 
takes weeks more to receive them. Hun- 
dreds of residents are applying every 
week. 


"Sure, it's frustrating," Pettitti says. 


"You go there for help, and they tell you 
it takes four to six weeks more. . . . 
People nted help for food immediately. 
What would they do in the case of some- 
one starving?" 


Pettitti says it took three weeks to set 


up a food-stamp appointment at the op- 
portunity center. He went there on Nov. 
7, and the food stamps did not arrive in 
the mail until Dec. 24, he says. "People 
can't get along on this. This is ridicu- 
lous." After his second interview, he was 
told delivery of the food stamps would be 
in four to six weeks. 


BRUCE NEWTON, opportunity center 


director, says the wait is even longer. 
The number of food-stamp applicants has 
more than tripled during the last year 
and that waits of about four weeks are 
common for interviews. Last year the 
center was handling about 30 coses a 
week, but during the current recession 
center officials have been interviewing 
100 to 120 persons a week. The center has 
expanded its program to two full-time 
workers five days a week. "It's rough," 
Newton adds. He notes that some people 
arc waiting for as long as two months to

Rich or poor, rebate's coming 


Rich or poor, every American who 


p.i>s 1374 laxes will gel a check from the 
federal government this spring or sum- 
mer if the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee's $20.1 billion tax cut becomes 
law. 


The maximum check would be $200. 


But only "middle-Income" persons — 
roughly, those with family Incomes of 
$18.000 to $20,000 — would get that max- 
imum. 


Upper-Income persons would get no 


more than $90 to $100 while those who pay 


less than $200 In taxes would get back 
the full amount they pay. 


The working poor, who generally pay 


no tax, would get payments too: 5 per 
cent of income up to a maximum of $200 
at $4,000 of Income. Payments would be 
phased out as Income reached $6,000. 


On top of these one-shot payments, 


withholding rates for low-and moderate- 
Income persons would decrease in the 
last half of this year because of the com- 
mittee's decision to Increase the stan- 
dard deduction.

Illinois Environmental Protection Agency officials have en- 


dorsed the Metropolitan Sanitary District's plan to treat 72 
million gallons of sewage per day at a proposed treatment 
plant In Des Plalncs despite planners' arguments that the 
plant should be smaller.

Part of the inequity, be says, is that 


Chicago has 27 places to register for food 
stamps while the Northwest suburbs 
have only one. "When you live day to 
day like this, sure, you wait for the mail- 
man to come." 


To pay for food during gaps between 


Schaumburg Township general assis- 
tance and the arrival of the food stamps, 
Pettitti has diverted money from his bill- 
paying funds for enough food to get by, 
and final utility notices, which bad been 
strangers to the family in the past, have 
become more familiar. Since his layoff, 
the family has received about $570 in 
township funds for food. 


"I used money I should be using to pay 


my bills. It's causing me a lot of hard- 
ship," he says. 


"Sure, I feel cheated," says Pettitti, 


who adds he will pay about $1,000 in fed- 
eral taxes for 1974. "I figure I'm paying 
for these programs." 


IRONICALLY, about the same time 


Pettitti was laid off the township was 
forced to stop authorizing food stamps to 
residents. The township program may 
have saved Pettitti waiting time for an 
appointment and possibly would have 
trimmed the total wait to about three 
weeks. 


But the township cannot certify food

small dish of spinach, a scoop of hash-brown potatoes, two 
slices of bread with butter, three-fourths of a cup of milk, and 
three cookies. 


A nutrition expert displayed the food Thursday at a Senate 


subcommittee hearing on food stamps. The expert said it was 
a typical dinner serving from a government menu suggested 
for food-stamp recipients. 


"None of the families on food stamps can purchase a nutri- 


tionally adequate diet," said Murial Wagner, a nutritionist 
from Merrill Palmer Institute. 


About 30 witnesses, including Detroit Mayor Coleman 


Young, testified at the hearing conducted by U.S. Sen. Philip 
Hart, D-Mich., as a one-man subcommittee of the Senate Se- 
lect Committee on Nutrition and Human Needs. 


The hearing was scheduled to protest President Ford's pro- 


posal to raise the price of food stamps. 


Young said Congressional action this week rejecting Ford's 


proposal was a minimal action, not praise-worthy. 


"To me, it's almost incongruous that a proposal to raise the 


price of food stamps could have been made," he said. "We 
ought to be considering reducing the price of food stamps 
even to the point of making them free." 


Witnesses who testified complained of red tape to receive 


assistance under the program. 


Elodie Zarate testified in Spanish to dramatize the plight of 


non-English-speaking poor people trying to get help. "You 
have indeed dramatized the problem of people who have 
special problems," Hart told her. "Gracias." 


stamps because of an order from the 
state program that townships not receiv- 
ing money from the state could not au- 
thorize the stamps. 


Meanwhile, the demand for emergency 


help — for basics like food — continues 
at township offices. Schaumburg Town- 
ship officials this week borrowed $20,000 
hi tax-anticipation warrants because the 
general assistance fund is depleted.

PETTITTI SAYS he does not like hav- 


ing nothing to do, but the truck-driving 
economic picture has not brightened, and 
he gets the same answer after job Inter- 
views — no jobs. 


"It was not of my own doing, but I 


suppose when things get better, I will 
come out of it OK, "he says. 


Who does he blame for the red-tape 


entanglement with food stamps? Politi- 
cians, he says. There are no straight an- 
swers from federal and state government 
representatives. 


"I will remember come election time 


that these guys have got to go."

grant fight 


The Regional Transportation Authority 


board Friday settled a dispute over dis- 
bursement of $9 million in grants to tho 
Chicago Transit Authority. 


The RTA board voted 6 to 1, which 


chairman Milton Plkorsky voting "pre- 
sent, to allow a direct $5 million contri- 
bution to the CTA by tho City of Chi- 
cago." Plkorsky is a former CTA direc- 
tor. 


Suburban board members Wednesday 


refused to approve the direct contribu- 
tion, which is part of the $9 million CTA 
package, without review by the RTA 
board members. 


The RTA board retained power on Fri- 


day to disburse $2 million of the grant 
that the County Board will donate. 


Suburban board member Joseph Tec- 


son was the lone objector to the agree- 
ment Friday. Tecson said the direct pay- 
muni by Chicago to the CTA is "a re- 
strictive precedent for the future and ap- 
pears to serve no useful purpose." 


Board member D. Daniel Baldino of 


Evanson, who strongly opposed the di- 
rect contribution on Wednesday, changed 
his vote "because we need to get on with 
business." He called the disagreement a 
"comedy of errors and a struggle to save 
face." 


Baldino warned city RTA members 


that "this contract is no precedent for 
coming years."

Unemployment jumped to 8.2 per cent 


In January, the highest rate since 1M1 
when World War II ended the Great 
Depression. 


More than 7.5 million Americans were 


out of work. Hundreds of thousands of 
additional workers could lose jobs before 
the recession hits bottom, said Alan 
Greenspan, chairman of the Council of 
Economic Advisers. 


Democrats 
leaving Washington for 


Congress' Kktey recess blamed unem- 
ployment on the Ford Administration. 


Ford's press secretary, Ron Nessen, 


said, "The President Is concerned about 
the rate of unemployment. . . and will 
. not hesitate to take further action if the 
economy worsens." 


Greenspan predicted an unemployment 


rate of 8.5 per cent before a decline. 


Despite the unemployment totals, Ford 


is opposed to a plan to create 1 million in 
public service jobs for recession victims. 
"There is concern here that there not be 
a panic by plunging $8 billion into the 
economy," Nessen said. 


As Congress recessed, a bill was In- 


troduced In the Senate which would allow 
government payment of health Insurance 
for unemployed workers to prevent lapse 
of the policies. 


Labor Dept. statistics showed that 


930,000 persons lost jobs in January as 
the jobless rate jumped from 7.2 per cent 
In December.

Kissinger-Ford clash 
worried Nixon: Colson 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Charles C. 


Colson said Friday former President 
Richard M. Nixon once called Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger "unstable" 
and worried whether then-Vice President 
Gerald R. Ford could "control" htm. 


The ex-White House counsel, released 


a week ago after seven months In prison 
for obstructing justice In the Ellsberg 
break-In, said that before Nixon resigned 
the presidency, he worried whether Ford 
could get along with the secretary of 
state. 


"The Nixon-Kissinger relationship was 


such a delicate one at many times that 
President Nixon feared that someone 
who might not have worked with Henry 
might have difficulties taking over that 
role cold," said Colson In an Interview on 
the NBC-TV Today program. 


On Dec. 28, 1973, Colson said Nixon 


told him: 


"Maybe what this country needs Is a 


nice clean Jerry Ford. But the trouble 
with Jerry Ford is that it would take him 
two years just to get up steam. Also Jer- 
ry's greatest difficulty is he couldn't con- 
trol Henry Kissinger. You know, Henry 
really is unstable at times." 


The President, Colson said, cited "dif- 


ficulties" with Kissinger when Vietnam 
War peace negotiations were dragging. 
Colson said Kissinger wanted to resume 
full-scale bombing of North Vietnam 
right after negotiations opened following 
a recess. 


State Dept. spokesman Robert Ander- 


son denied that Kissinger wanted to re- 
sume the bombing. "The record does not 
support any part of Mr. Colson's state- 
ment, and I will not dignify them with 
any further statements," Anderson said. 


The White House declined comment. 
Citing "serious family difficulties," 


U.S. District Judge Gerhard Gesell freed 
Colson Jan. 31 after he had served seven 
months of a one-to three-year sentence 
'for obstructing justice in the break-in at 
the office of Daniel Ellsberg's psy- 
chiatrist. 


Colson also said: 


• The FBI once submitted to the Nixon 


White House intelligence reports on 
President John F. Kennedy compiled 
when he was a naval lieutenant in World 
War II and on Sen. George S. McGovern, 
whom Nixon defeated in the 1972 presi- 
dential campaign. Colson said neither re- 
port dealt with national security and nei- 
ther was used by the Nixon adminis- 
tration. But he said such FBI reporting 
is "a practice that ought to be stopped. 
That's the wrong use of the FBI in a free 
society." 


• Nixon was confident the Supreme 


Court would rule in his favor on the 
White House tapes but said privately sev- 
en months before that historic ruling that 
he would resign the presidency if the 
court went against him.

hopeful Lloyd Bentsen, D-Tex., that Kis- 
singer should stay home instead of en- 
gaging in jet diplomacy. 


"In view of the fact Dr. Kissinger is 


about to embark on negotiations of the 
greatest Importance, the President would 
hope the secretary would have the sup- 
port of the American people instead of 
having to face such criticism by political 
candidates," Nessen told newsmen.

Cambodia asks U.N. for help 
Ten S. Viets killed in shelling attack 


SAIGON (UPI) — Communist gunners 


renewed their assault on northernmost 
South Vietnam Friday, killing 10 civil- 
ians and wounding seven others in a 
series of shelling attacks on two towns 
near Da Nang, the country's second-larg- 
est city. 


The Cambodian government asked the 


United Nations to help the families of 11 
youngsters killed and 30 others injured In 
the shelling of a kindergarten in Phnom 
Penh Wednesday. The Cambodian Infor- 
mation ministry called it a "barbarous 
Communist act." 


Diplomatic sources say U.N. personnel 


along with Japanese and French envoys 
. are being evacuated because of the siege 
of the Cambodian capital, whose only 
communication with the outside world is 
by air. 


IN SOUTH VIETNAM, the Saigon high 


command said the Communists stepped 
up their cease-fire violations with four 
shelling attacks late Thursday and early 
Friday on the district towns of Dal Loc 
and Due Due near Da Nang, 370 miles 
northeast of Saigon. The towns had been 
the scene of heavy fighting late last 
year. 


One mile from Due Due, a government 


Infantry position drove off a ground at- 
tack, killing 45 Communist soldiers and 
capturing 45 weapons, military sources 
said. No figures were given on govern- 
ment losses. 


A command communique said the 


North Vietnamese and Viet Cong violated 
the cease-fire 121 times between dawn 
Thursday and sunup Friday, up from the 
dally average of 86 during the past week.

Unrest dies down in Peru, flares up elsewhere

Most of the Peruvian capital's civilian policemen returned 


to work Friday after a four-day mutiny that left much of 
downtown Lima In shambles and about 100 people dead. 


Peru's military government said in a communique about 


100 persons had been killed and more than 800 arrested 
Wednesday and Thursday when the army smashed the police 
strike and student protesters went on a rampage. 


Informed estimates placed the number of wounded at more 


than 400 and damages in the tens of millions of dollars. 


Stores and offices, shut down Thursday when the govern- 


ment decreed a national holiday and urged people to stay 
home, began to reopen. 


Army troops withdrew from the city after the end of the 5 


p.m.-to-8 a.m. curfew and were replaced by policemen. 


• Thousands of students and workers, dwarfed by the U S. 


aircraft carrier Saratoga, waved communist flags and 
shouted "Kick out NATO" when a North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization fleet dropped anchor in Lisbon harbor Friday. 


The demonstrators, massing In defiance of a government 


ban, met 8,000 sailers from the United States, Britain, Canada, 
France, Germany and The Netherlands swarming ashore at 
the end of a NATO exercise off the coast of Portugal. 


Left-wing groups and newspapers have called the NATO 


antisubmarine maneuvers an exercise in American gunboat 
diplomacy designed to Intimidate the government. The gov- 
ernment has denied this. 
"The demonstrators, ostensibly protesting unemployment, 
formed a dockside square In the shadow of the USS Saratoga 
which bad led the NATO fleet. Army tanks and troops took up 


positions outside the American embassy as the estimated 
5,000 marchers headed in that direction. 


• Government troops striking in raids throughout Ethiopia 


Friday rounded up hundreds of Eritreans suspected of sup- 
porting Moslem secessionists fighting for independence in and 
around the northern city of Asmara. 


Latest reports said between 1,000 to 1,500 persons had been 


killed in eight days of fighting around the Eritrcan capital. 


In Beirut, however, a spokesman for the Eritrean Liber- 


ation Front said about 2,000 civilians alone Mere killed when 
Ethiopian warplanes destroyed the Eritrcan villages of Waki- 
dubba and Adiugoda, 12 miles north of Asmara. 


He said 70 ELF guerrillas were killed and a large number

Suburbs to get more funds 
from U.S. for jobs: county

A Cook County official said Friday that 


additional federal funds to create new 
public-service jobs in the suburbs prob- 
ably will be allocated soon because of the 
rapid increase in unemployment. 


Joseph P. Monaghen, county manpow- 


er director, said he has received offers 
from "a majority" of the county's 546 
local governments to create public-ser- 
vice Jobs if federal funds are available. 


The U.S. Dept. of Labor allocated $3.7 


million in January as part of the Federal 
Emergency Jobs and Unemployment As- 
sistance Act of 1974 and the Com- 
prehensive Employment and Training 
Act of 1973. 


Only county jobs are available under 


the program for unemployed subur- 
banites. Arlington Heights and Des 
Plalnes were the only two Northwest 
suburbs that qualified for special funding 
under the new program. Both were 
among five Chicago-area municipalities 
that have a population In excess of 50,000 
and a high unemployment rate. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS has employed 


seven residents with full-time, one-year 
jobs paid for with $67,017 in special funds. 


Des Plalnes officials refused the city's 


special $80,290 allocation, which then was 
reissued to the Forest Preserve District. 
The district has created seven new posi- 
tions for unemployed DCS Plaines resi- 
dents with the money. 


However, township supervisors, park 


district directors, school district superin- 
tendents, and village managers in other 
Northwest suburbs have written Monag- 
hen and sold that they would bo able to 
create 100 full-time jobs if they could re- 
ceive federal funding for salaries. 


"Because so many more new jobs can 


almost be automatic in these to other 
areas," Monaghen said, "and because 
unemployment is steadily increasing, 
more funds probably will be allocated by 
Congress very soon." 


Ethel Kolerus, Wheeling Township su- 


pervisor, said her township could use a 
full-time assistant case worker to help 
with the "overload" in general-assis- 
tance applications that the township has 
received. 


P A L A T I N E , ELK GROVE, and 


Schaumburg township supervisors said 
they were obtaining more information 
about the federal program and that they 
were eager to provide clerical and gener- 
al paper work jobs for the unemployed in 
their area.

214, said 
maintenance jobs have been offered to 
persons 45 and older under a similar fed- 
eral program against unemployment that 
has been in effect for several months. 


"We sent a letter of interest to the 


county last week telling them that we 
could make so clerical and maintenance 
jobs available to the unemployed if we 
can qualify for the new program," Warn- 
er said.

districts will be unable to create jobs 
since they have already had to lay off 
some of their full-time staff or have had 
to be more cautious about hiring, offi- 
cials said. 


Most suburban park district directors 


said they could offer an average of four 
landscaping, maintenance, clerical, or 
program assistance jobs if they were eli- 
gible to participate in the federal pro- 
gram. Those park districts included Ar- 
lington Heights, Palatine, Salt Creek, 
Buffalo Grove and Hoffman Estates. 


Many village officials have reacted fa- 


vorably to the new program said they 


would be able to make public works and 
clerical jobs available. 


Palatine village officials, who original- 


ly said that they had "no plans to apply" 
for the program, have since reconsi- 
dered. 


Palatine Trustee Richard Fonte said 


the village could use the federal funds to 
start a beautification program. Fonte said 
the program would last only one year 
and would ha%'e a minimal Impact of the 
village's budget. 


Village Mgr. Anton Harwig had pre- 


viously said the village's programs were 
not developed enough to take advantage 
of the funds. 


The only jobs available for unemployed 


residents of suburbs other than Arlington 
Heights are county jobs for which appli- 
cation must be made at the County 
Building, 118 N. Clark St., Chicago, or at 
the State Employment Office, 601 Lee 
St., Des Plaines. 


WILLIAM DOYLE, chief county ad- 


ministrative officer, said that the county 
jobs available to suburbanites include: 
seven forest preserve district jobs, four 
jobs with the Chicago Transit Authority, 
three jobs with the county treasurer, four 
with the county clerk, one with the 
state's attorney's office, four jobs with 
the Sheriff's police, three with the circuit 
court clerk, and one with the coroner's 
office. 


Doyle said that many of the jobs still 


are available. There are also 10 jobs 
open in the office of the county board 
president.

The plague called the Vietnam 


War must not be allowed again to 
ravage the United States, as it did 
during the 1960s. 


Once again, however, U.S. offi- 


cials are offering the Illoglc that a 
"little more" aid will somehow 
help us to reach "the light at the 
end of the tunnel" In Vietnam. 


In recent weeks our national 


leaders, including President Ford 
and Secretary of State Kissinger, 
have argued that we must increase 
military aid to Saigon to "preserve 
the freedom of South Vietnam." 
They contend we must Increase 
support to South Vietnam to help 
counter the growing North Viet- 
namese military menace; such a 
stop will assure our allies that we 
honor our foreign commitments, it 
is reasoned. 


But other American leaders used 


the same logic in 1954, in 1062 and 
again In 1065. Since then, we've 
learned that our military power 
cannot defeat the Communists in 
South Vietnam. Any partial at- 
tempt to inject more military aid 
will only prove this fact once 
again. 


Now's the time for the American 


government to recognize that most 
of the American people are aware 
that the war did more to under- 
mine the spiritual and material re- 
sources of this country than did al- 
most any other event in American 
history. 


It Is time for our government to 


realize that this tragic, bloody and 
often misunderstood conflict can 
only be resolved by the Vietnamese 
people themselves. As we should 
have learned from our experience 
there, the United States cannot do 
anything to ease substantially the 
human suffering- 


It is ironic that the Vietnam de- 


bate should be reopened as Presi- 
dent Ford is extending the dead- 
lines for participation in the am- 
nesty program, for that program 
has been a wise and humane effort 
to heal the wounds that were first 
o p e n e d by our Vietnam in- 
volvement. 


These war wounds must not be 


reopened. Congress must move 
swiftly and decisively to rein in 
any unwise increase in military aid 
if we are to avoid involvement 
once again in the nightmare called 
the Vietnam War. 


Old times in Saigon 


It's like old times in Saigon, for 


South Vietnamese President Ngu- 
yen Van Thicu is once again shut- 
ting down the press. 


Recently he closed five Saigon 


newspapers and ordered the ar- 
rests of 20 newsmen. It's the first 
time In three years such drastic 
curtailments 
of press freedom 


have occurred. 


The government announced that 


it was closing the papers in order 
to arrest the "communist terror- 


ists" who have infiltrated them. 
However, it seems more like anoth- 
er chapter in Saigon's war against 
a press which too often speaks too 
honestly about the politics of Sai- 
gon. 


Sucli police-state tactics make a 


mockery of the often-acclaimed 
"freedom" that exists in Saigon. It 
should be another reminder to us 
that our brand of freedom — and 
our involvement — have no place 
in South Vietnam.

Protection of the environment — par- 


ticularly as regards air cleanliness — 
must hold a high priority In today's 
society. Unfortunately, the loudest voices 
raised in the air conservation effort are 
often those of the most misinformed. A 
classic example is The Herald editorial 
of Feb. 3, "Let's Protect Air We 
Breathe." The writer, although well 
meaning, has not done his homework in 
familiarizing himself in exactly what Is 
being proposed — and, as importantly 
what is not being proposed. As an au- 
tomotive engineer with 26 years experi- 
ence, the last five of which arc directly 
connected with automotive emissions, I 
should like to correct some of the in- 
accuracies of that article. 


Th editorial mentions "the auto in- 


dustry's request to suspend clean air 
rules for 1977 model cars." There has 
never been such a request. The proposal 
involves the setting of a new interim 
standard for automobile emissions and 
maintaining that standard for a period of 
five years. It is contemplated that this 
standard will be somewhat more severe 
— not less — than the present standard. 
In all probability It will be similar to the 
standard now In effect in California. It is 
absolutely essential that the automotive 
Industry be permitted to plan in- 
telligently to meet the criteria of accept- 
able air cleanliness commensurate with 
increased economy of operation. These 
goals cannot bo accomplished while 
shooting at the moving target of emission 
levels that the EPA has presented thus 
far. 


You have further pointed out that 


"lawns don't drive downtown." Seems to 
mo Grant Park is doing rather well as Is 
Central Park In New York. Your author 
further contends without giving any basis 
for 
his statement, "the 
hydrocar- 


bons green plants produce are not the 
critical source of pollution." This is in- 
teresting in the light of numerous 
sources that have pointed out that the 
Everglades swamp in Florida produces 
moro hydrocarbons every day than all 
the automobiles in the United States 
combined and indeed the vegetation In 
your back yard gives off as many hydro- 
carbons per day as the present law per- 
mits your car to produce.

Peace movement revived

WASHINGTON-In the final days of 


putting together last month's antiwar As- 
sembly to Save the Peace Agreement, or- 
ganizers wore exuberantly dumbfounded. 


"I can't believe this Is happening," one 


organizer said In between phone calls 
trying to locate a larger facility to 
hoodie those who had written and said 
they were coming to the three-day meet- 
ing. 


"We expected maybe 500 people would 


show and probably another couple hun- 
dred or to would join for the march at 
the White House." she said. 


Instead, nearly 1,600 people from 38 


states registered and a crowd approach- 
ing the 3,000 mark demonstrated in front 
of the White House demanding an end to 
all aid for South Vietnam and Cambodia. 


For a movement much dismantled by 


the media, with no Issues such as the 
draft or the death of American service- 
men, It was an Impressive flexing of po- 
litical muscle. 


Much of the credit for the success of 


the three-day meeting — and exactly 
bow successful that was will come when 
Congress voles on a Ford request for 
$530 million In emergency military aid 
for Indochina — should go to Tom Hoy- 
den and Larry Levin. 


Baydcn, (toot the early 1960s, has been 


one of the New Left's best organizers 
and most brilliant tacticians and he has 
persisted on the issue of Indochina when 
others went on to more flashy things. 


With the Indochina Peace Campaign, 


Hoyden has done the patient work of 
building a network of continuing concern 
about the U.S. role In South Vietnam and 
Cambodia. 


In Washington, Levin has done much 


the same thing with the Coalition to Stop 
Funding the War, keeping the antiwar 
network Informed of all congressional de- 
velopments regarding U.S. funding for 
Indochina so the network, spread across 
the country, can put the proper pressure 
on senators and representatives. 


It Is low-key and it is lobbying at its

best. In that sense the antiwar move- 
ment has come of age. But it is not about 
to abandon its militancy, cither. 


Statistics compiled on the registrants 


showed that about 13 per cent of the 1,600 
people who attended the assembly were 
full-time activists, many of them street- 
seasoned and skilled in the practice of 
nonviolent civil disobedience. 


At the large convocation which fea- 


tured moderates — for the antiwar 
movement — such as Sen. George 
McGovern, D-S.D., and Methodist Bishop 
Paul Washburn, about 2,200 of the 3,000 
signed pledges stating their willingness 
to engage in nonviolent civil disobedience 
should the United States "commit the In- 
sanity" of reengaging In Vietnam. 


To show they meant business, 15 anti- 


war demonstrators staged a several hour 
sit-In at the offices of Sen. Hubert H. 
Humphrey, D-Minn., whom the demon- 
strators have linked with an adminis- 
tration effort to have South Vietnam re- 
ceive large Food for Peace shipments. 


Meanwhile, 600 of the demonstrators 


fanned out to do the more traditional 
Mud of lobbying — lobbying which, to 
judge from the word given President 
Ford by congressional leaders on his 
emergency aid request far Indochina — 
has been very effective.

Silas Jayne 


Sentenced to 6 to 20 years in prison for 


paying for tho assassination of his broth- 
er, George, In his Inverness homo Oct. 

Jayne, 67 and in questionable 
health, Is being held at tho Vienna Cor- 
rectional Center near Vienna, III. 


Tho 3,400-acro facility is a perfect set- 


ting for tho wealthy Elgin horseman and 
outdoor type. He Is allowed free move- 
ment within the confines of the prison, In 
stark contrast to his stay at County Jail 
for two years while awaiting trial. 


The minimum security atmosphere 


with its lack of walls, fences and guard 
towers has n lake where Inmates can fish 
during recreation periods.

The 21-year-old Helton last December 


•was convicted of the early-morning 
stabbing murder of Arlington Heights 
gas station attendant Fred Talllon, Nov.

Helton's pregnant wife looked on as 


Circuit Court Judge Jacques F. Hell- 
Ingocttor handed down the stiff sentence. 
The judge said Helton did not deserve 
leniency for tho crime, which resulted 
from a holdup which reportedly netted 
some $87 and the victim's wedding ring. 
Talllon was stabbed 13 times as ho ran 
down the street to avoid his attacker. 


Now Helton, said Mclvin Kamm, his 


attorney,, Is housed in the correction in- 
stitute in the southernmost portion of the 
prison rather than the main penitentiary 
area in which the more hardened crimi- 
nals arc held. 


"There Is lesser confinement where ho 


Is." said Knmm. "It's where they put 
people who are easier to rehabilitate." 


Helton, of Napcrvlllc, is working as a 


laundry clerk and lives in a cell by him- 
self. Kamm said he Is "doing as well as 
could be expected" of any prisoner and 
Is In n better environment at Illinois' 
largest correctional facility than he was 
when he was being held at County Jail. 


"At Cook County he slept on the floor," 


said Kamm. who added, "Lenny Bruce 
once said he'd rather do 10 years in San 
Quentln than six months at Cook County 
Jail."

Mark Alan Smith 


The four-time murderer was convicted 


and sentenced to 50 to 100 years in prison 
for tho brutal 1970 slaying of an Evans- 
ton woman at the DeSoto Chemical Co. 
In Des Plalncs. 


Smith, who also was serving con- 


current sentences of 399 years at State- 
vtlle for two murders in McHenry Coun- 
ty, pledcd guilty to strangle and sex- 
ually assaulting Janice Bolyard, 22. Her 
body was found by DCS Plalncs Police 
the day after her disappearance in a sel- 
dom-used room of the company where 
Smith was employed. Smith also was 
sentenced to life In prison for murdering 
a housewife In Arkansas.

An argument with his wife sent Schutz 


out of his DCS Plalncs apartment on the 
night of Nov. 24, 1967 into an eventual 
confrontation with 17-year-old Carol Lyn 
Llttlcjohn, herself out on the street after 
a squabble with her mother. 


Schutz became angry when his offer to 


give the girl a ride was turned down. 
When she swore at him and walked away 
he got out of his car and chased her into 
the woods behind a Gregory Street apart- 
ment complex.

BILL COOK BUICK'S 


His dream-to be top banana

The small nightclub la filled with 


smoke, the smell of stale alcohol and the 
tittering of the small crowd as eyes look 
toward a young man standing on a plat- 
form In the center of the dimly lighted 
mom. 


Taking a firm grip on the microphone, 


determination o\crcomes shyness as the 
jouth. ready to prove himself again, 
quickly scans the faces of the crowd. 
Somu arc surprised to sea the skinny 
young man; others stare blankly and still 
others go on talking. 


Fifteen-year-old Ron Cohen of Elk 


Grove Village Is on stage dreaming 
again, or rather working at his dream 
which hasn't wavered since childhood — 
to be a professional comedian. 


Joko writing follows homework, school 


activities arc often bypassed for a 
chance to perform "gratis" at some ob- 
scure club and "a date" means a job to 
perform In Cohen's game plan "to the 
big lime." 


COHEN'S CAHEER dates back to the 


"tender age of 9," when his father 
brought home a Bill Cosby album and 
the younger Cohen memorized it. 


Then along came an elementary school 


talent iliow and things haven't been the 
same In the Cohen household since. 


"I was supposed to play the violin in 


tho show, but I didn't want to," Cohen 
said. "So I tried out again doing a Bill 
Cosby routine and ended up doing that 
Instead." 


After his debut, Cohen says he's never 


doubted he would be a comedian. 


Talking to him is often distracting and 


confusing at best. One moment, he's a 
high school student, tho next, you arc 
talking to Bill Cosby, John Wayne, 
James Cagncy or whomever else Cohen 
can Impersonate. 


"It took me a year to learn Wayne," 


Cohen recalled. "My volco was too high. 
Then I got a bad sore throat; after that 
went away, my voice dropped and I was 
finally able to do Wayne right." 


l.O.NT. PAST TUB stage of mimicking 


Bill Cosby albums — though Cosby's de- 
livery and technique sometimes arc re- 
flected In Cohen's performances — Co- 
hen now writes his own material. Ills hu- 
mor concentrates on "what I'm built for 
and what I know most about right now" 
— the problems of a high school student. 


Ills routines often reflect his parents, 


like his mother, "who can't control me 
anymore so she docs little things to get 
oven — like starching my underwear." 


Then there's dad "who's been on and 


off Weight Watchers for six years. Ono 
day he's on, the next day he's off," dead- 
pans Cohen. 


Ills parents arc almost always in the 


audience since Cohen, not yet old enough 
to drive, relies on them for trans- 
portation to the Chicago amateur club, 
"The Plcklo Barrel." Comics, both pro- 
fessional and just hoping, turn out at the 
club to get exposure, try out new mate- 
rial, or just sec if they can cut It as a 
comedian. Tho pay b simple — experi- 
ence. 


VVOIIKING IN ALL professional atmos- 


phere has changed Cohen's outlook en- 
tirely on working as a comedian, but It 
hasn't dampened his enthusiasm — as If 
anything could dampen enthusiasm that 
makes him bounce up and down In his 
scat whenever he talks about comedy.

situation that first night I went on," said 
Cohen. "But it's not. If you bomb, you 
can go right back the next night. You 
can come back. You DO learn how to 
bomb gracefully, though." 


Being a high school student at the bot- 


tom of the barrel has its drawbacks, but 
also has its advantages. 


"Everybody has more experience or 


has a bigger name, so they get on first," 
Cohen said. "Sometimes, I don't get on 
until 1 or 2 a m. which makes school the 
next day a real drag. Sometimes though, 
they give me a break — cause they know 
I have to get up early for school — and 
let me go on early." 


HIS HIGH SCHOOL and family mate- 


rial often provide a striking contrast to 


the traditional club fare, which is usually 
very blue, 


"I look like 'Mr. Clean' after most of 


those guys," Cohen laughed. "It's not 
easy going from what a guy and his wife 
did last night to 'well, here we are in 
high school.'" 


Cohen refers to himself as a comedian, 


rather than a comic. 


"A comic says funny lines. A comedian 


says real things in a funny way." 


His time to go on nearing, Cohen starts 


to get ready and "psych up." Ho listens 
until there ar two or three acts before tils 
turn, "because you can always learn 


something." 


SITTING AT a table among the crowd 


— the club has no such thing as a back- 
stage area — Cohen mentally goes over 
his act, tuning out a very poor comic 
onstage. 


Tho time is good, before 11 p m. when 


the crowd "is still awake and sober." Co- 
hen li ready. 


Though always working toward and 


hoping for the proverbial "big break," 
Cohen says he isn't worried about not 
making it right away. 


"If it comes, that's fine If not, I've got 


plenty of time "

communications for the United Church of 
Christ, according to Parker himself. 


Parker apparently never has gotten 


over this 19M-68 triumph. For he re- 
called, when asked by this column, that 
since that time ho has been involved In 
at least 100 more license challenges. He 
alio run produced no fewer than five ma- 
jor books and 16 pamphlets outlining how 
anybody can go about bringing pressure 
to bear on radio and TV stations regard- 
ing the obtaining and renewing of licens- 
es.

Lutheran appeal earns million 
Churches picking up 
cudgel against hunger

The nation's religious communities 


hove taken on the Issue of world hunger 
with a seeming vengeance. 


For the first time since tho early 1960s, 


religious leaders and spokesmen have 
found themselves with on Issue In the po- 
litical field on which they have the broad 
backing and concern of tho people in the 
pew. 


To cite just one example, the American 


Lutheran Church has reported that con- 
tributions to a special world hunger ap- 
peal sponsored by the 2.4 million-member 
denomination lost year exceeded $1 mil- 
lion. 


Other examples also could bo cited, 


across-the-board spectrum of theological 
and ecclesiastical differences that make 
up the American faith community but It 
is plain that when appealed to on tho 
basis of charity, the American church- 
goer responds. 


AN l.NCKEASING number of church 


leaders — relief experts, bureaucrats, 
w ho keep an eye on Washington and the 
theologians concerned about the social 
Implications of tho Gospel — ore begin- 
ning to say that charity isn't enough. 


These experts bclievo the world food 


crisis Is a complex and long-range prob- 
lem, transcending the Immediate spectre 
of starvation and famine In such places 
as the African Sahol and India and Bang- 
ladesh. 


Solutions to tho problem, in view of 


these experts, will demand potentially 
radical action both by the government 
and Individuals, action that could disrupt

ness Doctrine of the FCC is "uncon- 
stitutional . . . Orwelllan double-think." 
(The Fairness Doctrine was described by 
one exasperated broadcaster as "requir- 
ing that equal time be given to Jesus 
Christ and Judas Iscariot." 


O t h e r liberals, like Sen. George 


McGovern and Eugene McCarthy as well 
as Supreme Court Justices William 0. 
Douglas and Potter Stewart, now are 
emphasizing that the electronic media 
should be entitled to just as much free- 
dom of the press as newspapers. 


The FCC is preparing a position paper 


that most observers predict will substan- 
tially reduce the number of spurious de- 
mands by groups who can hardly be de- 
scribed as cither reasonable or represen- 
tative. 


In Congress, bills to increase the li- 


cense renewal period from three to fixe 
years passed the Senate 69 to 2 and the 
House, 369 to 14. 


DESPITE THIS, growing abhorrence 


of governmental-controlled broadcasting, 
Parker has launched his "Check Your 
Local Station" campaign, in which effort 
his denomination has been joined by the 
United Methodists. 


Such "strategy" may be in part re- 


sponsible for the sizable losses of mem- 
bership in both denominations during the 
past decade — with the United Church of 
Christ having lost nearly 10 per cent of 
its members since 1964. 


The National Assn. of Broadcasters 


has never arranged any retaliatory cam- 
paign against the denomination which fi- 
nances Parker (such as "Check Your Lo- 
cal UCC Church"!). But FCC commis- 
sioner James Quello has described Park- 
er's efforts as "the work of an extremist 
group." 


"We license a broadcaster to serve the 


public — all of it. What we have now is 
program dictatorship by a small group of 
activists saying 'Give us what we want 
or we'll file a petition to deny your li- 
cense' ... it's blackmail."

For denominational leaders that poses 


the problem of how to keep their mem- 
bership behind them while at the same 
time moving them toward support of pro- 
grams that same membership Is likely to 
find offensive. 


IN ROMAN CATHOLIC circles, for ex- 


ample the Rev. J. Bryan Hehir, director 
of the Division of Justice and Peace of 
the Catholic Bishops' action arm, the 
U.S. Catholic Conference, is one of tho 
leading experts on the food crisis. 


Hchlr's analytical presentation of the 


problem to last November's meeting of 
the American Catholic hierarchy was 
primarily responsible for the bishop's 
adoption of a strongly worded pastoral 
plan of action. 


In his presentation, Hehir argued that 


the food crisis could no longer be viewed 
as just a matter of humanitarian charity. 
With Pope Paul, he argued that there is 
a "right to cat," and that meant the is- 
sue had to be dealt with In terms of so- 
cial justice rather than charity. 


Tho bishops picked up tho thrust of 


that argument and declared they be- 
lieved that "food Is a unique commodity 
and a sacred resource" and that the free 
market system, "especially the Impact 
of the large corporations" must be modi- 
fled "when It stands In the way of jus- 
tice." 


IN THE PAST, for example in the civil 


rights movement. There has been a gen- 
eral parting of the ways between church 
leaders and church membership when an 
Issue moves into the realm of tampering 
with this nation's economic status quo. 


But the Catholic bishops arc not alone 


In their growing concern about the rela- 
tionship of justice and economic systems. 


Tho executive council of the 3 million 


member Episcopal Church, in adopting 
Its general plan for meeting the food 
problem declared: "Tho long term ne- 
cessity is redistribution of the world's 
available resources so that all peoples 
are able, not only to sustain life, but to 
achieve with dignity the highest possible 
quality of life." 


Such redistribution, the council admit- 


ted, is "a complex task" but it would 
mean "altering our economic, political 
and social systems to allow for and in- 
sure sufficient production and equitable 
distribution of scarce world resources — 
food, energy, water and fertilizer." 


Such analyses, if followed through by 


the churches to specific policy proposals, 
ore going to demand of people in the 
pews a commitment beyond giving up 
one meal a week or finding an extra dol- 
lar in their pockets for a starving child 
In tho Sahcl.

Ours Is still going strong at 90, and 


although she grows shorter as her 
grcat-groat-nleccs and nephews grow 
taller, nevertheless It Is only her ver- 
tabral cushions that arc giving way, 
not her appetite, nor her spirit nor 
her brain cells.

AUNT AGNES was fitted for her 


first contact lens at age 79, her sec- 
ond at 01.

her wedding, she giggled at her re- 
ply: "Will I bo there! I'm coming 
down the aisle on roller skates!" she 
exclaimed.

When Aunt Agnes was not restrict- 


ed by the dietary and medical re- 
gime necessary In a retirement 
home, her customs In these areas 
were highly individual.

Study committee proposals 
ivould aid victims of rape 


A package of bills introduced in the 


Illinois Legislature this week zeroes in on 
some of the most frequently voiced — 
and most ignored — complaints of rape 
victims. The bills were prepared by Rep. 
Aaron Jaffe's (D-Skokie) Rape Study 
Committee. 


Following months of hearings in which 


tearful, bitter, indignant women re- 
counted the vicious assaults they had suf- 
fered and the subsequent indifference of 
police and hospital personnel, the com- 
mittee made these proposals: 


• Redefinition of the crime of rape 


to include forceablc anal intercourse and 
criminal homosexual assault. 


• Failure of the rape victim to cry out 


or resist should no longer be considered 
evidence of consent. 


• The defendant should not be per- 


mitted to claim that consent was given if 
the victim was a committed person in a 
hospital or penal institution where the 
victim was dependent upon the accused. 


• Amendment to the Code of Criminal 


Procedure making the past sexual con- 
duct of a rape victim inadmissible as 
evidence in a trial. 


• A Rape Victims Emergency Treat-' 


ment Act requiring every licensed hospi- 
tal to furnish the following emergency 
services to rape victims on request: 


1) All medical examinations and labo- 


ratory tests necessary to ensure the wel- 
fare of the victim and which may be 
used as evidence in criminal proceed- 
ings; records of such exams and tests 
must be made available to law enforce- 
ment officials if victim requests. 


2) Information concerning possible in- 


fection, venereal disease and pregnancy 
resulting from the rape, and appropriate 
treatment. 


• An amendment to the Illinois Police 


Training Act requiring training in tech- 
niques of rape investigation as part of 
the minimum curriculum. 


• Forbid health insurance policies and 


hospital service plans to exclude cov- 
erage for injuries resulting from rape. 


• Amendment to The Illinois Public 


Aid Code to provide medical services for 
rape under the medical assistance pro- 
gram. 


• Requirement that the Department of 


Corrections establish regulations to pro- 
tect committed persons from criminal 
sexual assault. 


• Creation of a Violent Crimes Study 


Commission. 


The Rape Study Committee said it will 


soon unveil additional legislative propos- 
als resulting from its Investigations.

Transfer-painted china 
transformed an industry

Mention "Staffordshire" to an antiquer 


and what usually comes to mind is trans- 
fer printed decoration on china, usually 
blue in color. Transfer printing has been 
known since the mid-l'OOs and since the 
method involved much less hand work, 
and was less costly, most potteries relied 
heavily on this method of decoration. 


In transfer printing, the design is en- 


graved on a copper plate and can be 
used over and over. You con tell such 
decorating from hand-painting by the 
regularity of the flowers, leaves and oth- 
er designs; it will not have a free hand 
look about it. Often the design laps over 
on the edges, too, and does not come ouV 
evenly. 


TRANSFER PRINTING was done in 


various colors, but the favorite seems to 
be dark blue. In fact, the flowing blue of 
Staffordshire is so distinctive that it has 
been classified by a separate category by 
collectors. Much historical ware was 
printed In blue, with American scenes as 
theme. For instance, the visit of Lafa- 
yette in 1824 was recorded from his land- 
ing through practically every stop of his 
triumphal tour, according to antiques 
writer Dorothy Jenkins in her good be- 
ginners' book "A Fortune in the Junk 
Pile." 


Blue and red were the first colors used 


for transfer printing, with the deep col- 
ors predominating throughout the 1800s. 
Thereafter colors became lighter and al- 
most faded looking. After 1830, other col- 
ors and sometimes a combination were 
used. Pink and rose, mulberry, lavender, 
green, dark sepia and brown, and also 
black. Black was a specialty of Liverpool 
potters from 1790 until about 1813. The 
pitcher illustrated is a Liverpool showing 
"James Maddlson (misspelled) Presi- 
dent of the United States of America." 
Around the picture of Madison are print- 
ed the names of the states in existence 
then. (Picture Courtesy Smithsonian In- 
stitution) 


A GOOD MULBERRY is probably the 


rarest of Staffordshire ware nowadays 
and is collected avidly, just as the flow 
blue is. Scenes and landscapes were the 
usual Staffordshire decor. Castles, villas 
and pastoral views often were romanti- 
cized and Oriental looking. The name of 
the pattern was stamped on the under- 
side, together or without the potter's 
mark. Much Staffordshire, blue and oth- 
erwise, is printed on ironstone china. The 
name "ironstone" was first used by 
Miles Mason, an English potter who be- 
gan working about 1780. Other firms co- 
pied the popular tableware but called it 
"white granite," "Parisian 
granite," 


"stone china," "semi-china," "opaque 
porcelain" and later "semi-porcelain." 


China made in England after 1842 can 


sometimes bo identified by the Registry 
mark required by the British Patent Of- 
fice. Not all china received the mark, but 
if it did, it may be dated exactly. The 
various numbers and letters 
signify 


dates, type of ware, name of potter, etc. 


Collecting 


with Grace Carolyn 


You can determine that great-grandma's 
dinner plate was made on July 24, 1M4, 
by John Ridgway, and that the material 
was stoneware. The key to this identi- 
fication method may be found in many 
books on china, such as the one men- 
tioned by Dorothy Jenkins, and from 
which much of the information in today's 
column is taken, or you may refer to the 
Hovels' "Know Your Antiques" (p. 2) for 
a thorough discussion of the English 
registry mark system. 


THROUGHOUT the 18th century and 


most of the 19th, Ameicans relied on im- 
ported English china and pottery. The 
first porcelain actually made in America 
was by William Ellis Tucker in Phila- 
delphia, but such manufacture was not 
big business in America until the 20th 
century. 


Therefore, much china handed down In 


families is of English origin, and since 
the Staffordshire district in England was 
the center of pottery making (still is!), 
the bulk of such collectibles are from 
that area. Transfer printing is consid- 
ered primarily an English method of dec- 
orating, not used to any extent by other 
countries. Value your transfer-printed 
antique china as a good example of an 
invention which revolutionized an In- 
dustry-

The fox hunting season at Spring Hill 


Farm in suburban Algonquin never 
closes. 


So when the thermometer defied its 


typical January plunge Sunday and 
soared into the 30s under a radiant sun, 
30 fully-outfitted members of the D.O.M. 
Hunt Club mounted their spirited horses 
and set out to track the sly, burnt-orange 
wizard. 


But before the Illinois Department of 


Conservation dispatches an investigator 
(the fox season ended Saturday), per- 
haps the rules of this unique exercise 
should be disclosed. 


The target of the hunt Is indeed a fox . 
.. but It's stuffed and makes Its den In a 
plastic bag wherever he Is hidden along 
the bunt route. There arc no hounds or 
firearms associated with the hunt, but 
that's where the simulation ends. 


All riders in the bloodless hunt are for- 


mally attired in traditional garb — black 
hunt caps with colors pinned to the back, 
hunt coats, stock ties, riding gloves, 
breeches and boots. 


Formations are vital. The hunt master 


heads the party and is followed by the 
bugler who dictates the pace at which 
the horsemen must adhere via piercing 
blasts on the horn.

They emerged from tho woods last 


week, weary and thinner than when they 
entered Dec. 29, but hoping the data they 
collected will help save the lives of oth- 
ers in the future. 


"It's good to be getting out of here," 


admitted House, who lost 25 pounds. 


"When a person first realizes that he is 


lost," Peacock said, "he must sit down 
and plan how he can make It until the 
next morning. 


"You can die in the woods in one night 


and you can die in 40-dcgree tempera- 
tures." 


The three agreed mind control is prob- 


ably tho most essential factor in coming 
out of the woods alive. 


"The first emotion that usually bits a 


stranded person It panic," Peacock said. 
"That person has got to realize that he Is 
lost, that there Is no sense In trying to 
get out and that he's got better things to 
do than brood about his wife or rela- 
tives." 


Peacock said once the person realizes 


that he is stranded, he must immediately 
set about finding a location to build a fire 
and "get as many things done before 
dark as possible." 


He sold fear of the woods and animals 


often traps the stranded victim into im- 
mobility. "I am more afraid of another 
human in the woods than any kind of 
animal It holds," Peacock said. 


During the expedition, the three 


trapped 14 rabbits, one squirrel, one 
shrew, and caught spiders and Insects 
which they boiled for food. They made 
tea from the wintergreen berries and 
boiled aspen cambium, the layer under- 


neath the bark of a tree that Is full of 
nutrients. 


The temperature dipped to zero nearly 


every night. 


They kept a dally log and Peacock will 


write a report for the state Department 
of Natural Resources to explain the ex- 
pedition. 


Peacock chose his two companions 


from a group of 11 students who ex- 
pressed interest in joining what has 
turned into an annual expedition. 


"They learned an awful lot out there," 


Peacock sold. "They lost most of their 
fears, like apprehension about the coy- 
otes." 


He said the two students did express 


some anxiety at the beginning and would 
have liked to cut the expedition short by 
a few days. 


Peacock said he plans to continue lead- 


Ing expeditions and hopes to include 
women on the trips. 


"They may not fare as well," he said, 


"or they may fare better."

Jimmy Connors had just come East 


from California to play on the Indepen- 
dent Players' Association run by Bill 
Rlordnn, his close friend and advisor. 
Connors was an unknown at tho time, a 
19-ycnr-old freshman at UCLA. 


Playing In the Georgetown University 


Tournament for Vince Lombardl Cancer 
Research, he finished second. Hie Nas- 
taso won and received $-10,000: Connors, 
the runncrup. got nothing because he 
was an amateur. He talked to his friend, 


Bill Rlordan. who was, and still is, presi- 
dent of the Independent Players' Associ- 
ation, and told him he wanted to turn 
professional. Rlordan talked with Con- 
nors' mother and told her he thought it 
was time. 


So Jimmy Connors turned pro and 


Rlordan, who has known him since ho 
was a little boy, immediately got him a 
$3.000 deal to play in Caracas. 


"Gee, Dennis (Ralston) has Invited me 


to play on the Davis Cup team against 
the British West Indies in Jamaica," 
Connors Informed Riordan the day after 
the Georgetown tourney ended. "What 
should I do?" 


"Jimmy, when your country asks you 


to play, It's an honor." lllordan replied. 
"You automatically accept. There's no 
question what you do." 


Connors caught a jet for Kingston, Ja- 


maica, the following day and began prac- 
ticing with two other team members, 
TomGorman and Erik Van Dillcn. On the 
eve More the opening matches, Ralston 
announced Gorman and Van Dillcn 
would play In those matches. 


"You're not playing well enough, Con- 


nors." he said. "You're not gonna 
play." 


Jimmy Connors was crushed. 
He felt he knew why Ralston,wasn't 


playing him. He believed it was because 
ho hadn't signed with Donald Dell, who 
was representing every member of the 
Davis Cup team, including Ralston. Dell 
is a former Davis Cup captain, a play- 
ers' agent and legal counsel to the Asso- 
ciation of Tennis Professionals, arch riv- 
also of Riordan's group. 


Connors picked up thcphonc and called 


Riordan after being turned down by Ral- 
ston. The following day Connors' grand- 
mother, who had helped bring him up 
and whom he was so close to, died in Los 
Angeles. When Riordan called Connors 
In Jamaica to tell him it was like his 
world had come to an end. After the fu- 
neral ho had a long heart-to-heart talk 
with Rlordan about his future. 


Riordan advised him to go to Europe, 


piny the clay courts and get experience. 


"Yon 
going to he homesick, you're 


going to he miserable, you're going to 
get licat," lllordan told him, "but before, 
you become world champion, you're go- 
Ing to have to take your lickings." 


Connors listened. Ho went to Europe 


and was eliminated in every tournament 
he played in, generally in tho first or 
second round. 


He was low. He called Rlordnn nearly 


every night for n month. Finally after a 
month. Rlordan made a trip to Paris to 
see Connors. Ho found Connors very 
depressed. On the day Riordan arrived, 
Connors lost to a long-time bitter rival, 
Harold Solomon of Silver Spring, Mil., in 
the first round of the French Open. 


Rlordan took Connors to a little French 


restaurant on the Champs Elyscc, trying 
to cheer him up, Connors only fooled 
with his food. 


"Holy smoke, the first round — but to- 


Solomon — I can't believe It!" He sud- 
denly exclaimed. "But wait a minute," 
Connors Intcrruped himself, having sec- 
ond thoughts. "The guy played better 
than 1 did and he beat me." 


Bill Rlordnn smiles recounting the epi-

"That's when I knew I had a world 


champion," ho says. 


"And about him playing on the Davis 


Cup team," Riordan adds, "He'll play to- 
morrow if they get the politics out of It."

Woodstock's picturesque 118-year-old edifice, rich in history, 
flourishes after its reprieve from the wrecker's ball in 1972

The red brick courthouse with Its white 


cupola dominates the square in Wood- 
stock, on Illinois farm town less than an 
hour's drive from the Northwest suburbs. 


The courthouse has a full history. De-

the stores that form the other sides of 
(he downtown square. 


Others In the city of 10,000 believed 


that tearing down the 118-year-old court- 
house would be a mistake. 


"The square Is such a 
delightful, 


unique place. The courthouse Is so domi- 
nant It would have destroyed the square 
If it had been torn down," says Cliff Can- 
schow, a writer and publisher 
-10 be- 


lieved that the courthouse and ja 
ad to 


be preserved. 


A 14-year resident of Woodstock, Can- 


schow felt so strongly that the square 


would degenerate without the old court- 
house that ho convinced McHcnry County 
officials to sell him the courthouse and 
jail for $50,000. 


In the last two years he has worked 


to restore the buildings and to turn them 
into what he calls "a small selection of 
quality shops." 


"I decided the best way to save the 


building was to help It save Itself," Can- 
schow says, 


TODAY THE OLD courthouse building 


Is the home for a jewelry and gift shop, a 
clothing store featuring both .men's and 
women's fashions, an arts and small 
crafts gallery, a needlepoint store, a 
small shop of iron sculptures, and offices 


housing a radio station and the McHcnry 
County home economics and agricultural 
extension services. 


Next-door in the jail building the por- 


tion of the house where the sheriff's fam- 
ily lived has become an antiques store. 
At ground level an auxiliary of Memorial 
Hospital for McHcnry County operates a 
glft-and-thrlft shop. 


During the next year the ground level 


of the courthouse will be restored so that 
a restaurant, with seating for 200 can 
open this year. 


• Work is under way on the two-tiered 
cell area behind the sheriff's living quar- 
ters, which Ganschow envisions will

prominent positions as part of the former 
circuit courtroom. 


An ornate celling inset with interior 


domes was discovered only after a mod- 
ern, dropped celling was removed as the 
renovation work began. 


Behind the judge's bench arc shelves 


filled with red leather ledgers. Ganschow 
literally had to pull them off a truck to 
save them from being buried in a land- 
fill. Then he had to find a judge willing 
to declare the old courthouse as an offi- 
cial repository for the old county records 
In order to get permission to keep the 
books. 


DOWN A SET of winding stairs to the 


main lobby, the other shops arc located 
where county clerks once collected taxes 
and tallied election totals. 


Saving the open stairs Is one of Gan- 


scliow's real successes. State fire mar- 
shals had wanted the staircase walled In 
for safety, but Ganschow opted Instead to 
build an entire set of back stairs as a 
fire exit for the building so that the beau- 
tiful 
winding stairway could remain 


open. 


In the old county clerk's office there 


remain the old county records vaults and 
a massive blackboard still covered with 
the Mcllenry County totals for the 1072 
election. 


There arc vaults there too, some with 


unique paintings and one passageway cut 
through a vault side that shows how 
thick the vault walls were.

The kitchen, com- 
plete with iron bars across the door to 
the jail area, has old dishes and canister 
sots among the items for sale.

He was only recently successful In hav- 


ing the buildings added to the National 
Register of Historic Places. 


A lot of work remains to build the res- 


taurant around the old jail cells — which 
haven't been used since 1B87 and to reno- 
vate the yellow metal cells behind the 
sheriff's house so shops can occupy the 
space. 


BUT EVEN WITH work yet to be done 


the courthouse already has an historic 
feeling about it. You can imagine James 
Daccy locked in one of the tiny stone 
cells, destined to be hanged on the spot 
where the garage stands now. 


Daccy met his end in 1886 after he shot 


a Chicago alderman named Gaynor at 
Folcy's Saloon on Hoisted Street. Tried 
in Woodstock, Daccy said he shot the al- 
derman after Gaynor refused to drink 
with him at an election-night celebration. 


And If you stand on the courthouse 


steps looking out across the square you 
can imagine the crowd of townspeople 


who carried Eugene Debs on their shoul- 
ders to the train station in 1895 after he 
had finished serving his six months in 
the Woodstock jail for defying President 
Graver Cleveland's order against union- 
ism. 


BUT THE BEST thing about the court- 


house and jail renovation is that it has 
inspired restoration of other buildings on 
the square and a revitalization of down- 
town Woodstock. 


Antiques shops are opening, the old 


springhousc in the center of the square 
has been replaced with a new bandshelt 
and the city is renovating the Opera 
House as a community center to save the 
acoustically perfect theatre where Orson 
Welles used to perform. 


The courthouse and jail has class. "It's 


not plastic and aluminum, like modern 
shopping centers," Ganschow observes. 
And that alone makes it worth the trip to 
Woodstock to sec what has been saved 30 
miles from the Northwest suburbs.

Consumer Store, and the statement that the U.S. Mint plans 
to stop minting copper pennies' and that the price of copper is 
'shooting sky-high throughout the world.' The ad was carried 
In tho Jan. 5 issue of the Times. 


"The false statements arc designed to hoodwink the unsus- 


pecting public." Mrs. Brooks continued, "I have repeatedly 
stated, and my remarks have been widely disseminated, that 
tho U.S. Mint has no intention of abandoning production of 
copper cents. 


"Additionally, at the very time copper prices are depressed

'Copy' must be stamped 
FTC sets guidelines to protect 
collectors from imitations 


The Federal Trade Commission has 


published final rules designed to protect 
collectors of coins and political memo- 
rabilia from being stuck with imitatioas. 


Under the regulations — effective 


March 10 — any political campaign but- 
ton, poster, sticker or advertisement 
must be marked with the year ot manu- 
facture. That way a Wendell Willde lapel 
button made In 1975, for instance, could 
be readily identified. 


Any imitation coin or commemorative 


medal, including paper reproductions, 
will have to be stamped with the word 
"copy" In capital letters. 


The regulations follow the 1973 Hobby 


Protection Act.

"Archer." Brian Keith's new NBC show, is 


one of tho«o last-second decisions come to life. 


"This was one of those situations." Keith 


sjivs. "where I had In start work yesterday." 


"Archer" in replacing Ironside. Raymond 


Burr's show. It wasn't doing badly, but Burr 
had health problems and couldn't continue. 
The network rifled through its file of show 
possibilities and plucked "Archer" from the 
stack. 


It's another private eye show based upon 


the popular Floss Mncdonald character, with- 
out anything particularly unusual about the 
show at this writing. Hut NBP is betting a 
Int of money that Keith's personality can 
triumph over the basically routine material. 
He's a tried-and-true TV type and has n 
track record that proves the public likes him. 


The gamble is simply that Keith's strong 


personality will lift the show up. that the 
public wants to see him and won't care too 
much about the vehicle he's in. 


UK FIRST SAID he'd do the show, pro- 


vided they would let him film in Hawaii 
where he lives. NBC snid no. it had to lie in 
Hollywood. Keith argued that other shows 
have In'en successfully shot in Hawaii -- his 
own show, variously known as The Little 
People and The Brian Keith Show, and .Jack 
LordV very successful Hawaii Five-O. 


NBC still snid no. They said this one was n 


rush job and rush jobs arc better done in the 
Hollywood studio, where it can lie done 
quicker. Keith finally agreed, but with the 
proviso that if it is successful it will h? shot in 
Hawaii next season. That's the way it stands 
at the moment. 


The shooting schedule is now so tight that 


Keith is actually living at the studio — Para- 
mount — where it is filmed. They've given 
him nit apartment on the lot. That way. he 
doesn't have to waste any time in commut- 
ing, so they can shoot Into tit night and start 
again enrlv the next mornim:. 


Keith's desire to film in Hawaii is based nn 


the fact that his family is there and he loves 
the islands. He can't understand the in- 
cidence of "rock fever" among certain main- 
landers who trv in live in Hawaii. That's the 


feeling of claustrophobia, of being trapped by 
a sea-girt island. 


"I have a theory," he says, "In the begin- 


ning, long before races and creeds, people 
were divided up according tn where they 
lived — there were mountain people and val- 
ley people and desert people and ocean 
people. And we all have some distant mem- 
borics of our early origins. 


"I'm obviously one of the ocean people. 


When I was on Broadway I was miserable 
until I got an apartment where I could soo 
the Hudson River. Then I was happy. But 
put me in Palm Springs and I'm very un- 
happy." 


BRIAN KEITH is one of those stage-born 


and stage-raised people. Back when he was 
horn, his parents, both actors, were on tour 
with a play. In Bnynnne. N.-I.. they had to 
stop for his arrival.' For the first years of his 
life, he was carried around the country as 
they performed. 


"I literally grew up in a trunk." he savs. 


"Then they were divorced and I went to live 
with my mother's people in Washington state 
and Montana. I divided my time between 
there and New York where my father was 
acting. So I had the best of both worlds." 


He did some acting as n hoy but not much. 


He really gave his future little thought, until 
after a five-year hitch in the Marines. 


"I was 23." he says, "and I had no career. 


I worked in the Brooklyn Navy Yard, in New 
York's garment district, all over. 1 was mak- 
ing nothing. So I went hack to acting - • I 
knew I could make more than the HI) cents nn 
hour I'd been making in New York."

Initial patvn position key to gaining tactical advantage 


Playing white means to movo first, 


and especially first In the center of the 
board. Tints It Is no surprise that In al- 
most any opening, white gains a superior 
pawn presence In that sector. 


The hypcrmodcrn openings (i.e., Alek- 


liJnc's defense, the king's Indian, the 
Grucnfcld, etc., which arc notable for the 
extravagant pawn buildups on one side, 
arc only exaggerations of what otherwise 
happens In the more "normal" opening 
patterns (I.e. the French Defense, Sici- 
lian, Ruy Lopez, etc.). 


The last, the "Ruy" Is of special inter- 


oil, because, In that most symmetrical of 
s t a n d a r d openings, white's "rnlson 
d'etre" Is to construct a Umc-honorcd 
pawn advantage. 


Diagram 1 shows us one of the most 


frequently occurring positions In chess. 
Tills position Is the culmination of the 
first stage of while's strategy. He has 
just plnyed 0. P-B3! and "nothing" (but 
exceptional moves) can stop the charac- 
teristic 9. or 10. P-Q4. 


WlUtc then will have gained the famil- 


iar "pawn-at-B3-Q4-and-K4" formation.

True, block with fl . . . P-Q3 will gain his 
own central phalanx. But It will be a 
lesser one. And It will be around white's 
positional pawn superiority that tlio lat- 
ter will maneuver aggressively, submit 
black to the enduring "Spanish (Ruy Lo- 
pez) torture" and rack up the plus score 
which Is the hallmark of that opening. 


The tactical-strategic point of all this Is 


that after white's innocent B, P-B3, the 
central takeover cannot be "reasonably" 
stopped. Black's own queen's knight 
blocks his own queen bishop pawn, and 
Ills own central pawn play for the mo- 
ment will be defensive. 


It may surprise some of our readers 


that the "slender" P-B3 (though P-KB3) 
ployed an unexpected and decisive role 
In a dramatic moment of Bobby Fis- 
cher's ascendancy to the world cham- 
pionship. 


With the score 2'i-2',4 In his challen- 


ger's match with Petroslan (the winner 
would play Spassky), Fischer seized the 
center with a surprising ". .. P-KB3" on 
the tliird move. (Diagram 2) 


Now nothing can prevent a pawn as- 


cendancy for black and an uphill labor 
for white. And after the moves 4. P-B4, 
P-Q5; 5. P-Q3, P-K4; the shape of the 
game was already obvious. (Notice that 
an attempted counter of 4. P-Q4?! would 
have been answered by the rollover . . . 
PxP and 5.... P-K4, anyway.) 


Again, only recently, a most vicious at- 


tack was signaled by another . . . P-KB3 
in the game Qulntcros-RIbll. On move 13, 
black tnibli) ployed his ... 
P-KB3!! 


(Diagram 3), and white's designs on the 
black knights are immediately thrwarted 
by the threatened counter pawn fork at 
K4. 


After 14. B-Q2, P-K4!; 15. Q-R4 (sor- 


rowful), P-Q5, the game was tipped deci- 
sively (Diagram 4). Again "P-B3" and a 
cruel followup have given a position 
wings. 


Try "P-B3" (K or Q). It can be very 


good, every once in a while.

It de- 
manded that South bid his lowest four- 
card suit. When South bid six spades, 
North knew his partner held four spades 
and three cards in each other suit. This 
discouraged North and he settled for let- 
ting South play what should have been 
an easy six notrump. 


It didn't work out that way. South won 


the diamond lead, cashed dummy's ace 
ol clubs and led low to his jack and 
West's queen. West promptly led back 
the 10 of clubs and East discarded a 
heart. He could afford this because he 
knew that South held just three hearts. 


Now South cashed all the hearts and 


the last two diamonds. Everyone follow- 
ed. West knew from the bidding that 
South only held three diamonds, so he 
dropped the 10 and nine and hung on to 
the seven. 


South cashed dummy's ace and queen 


of spades; led a third spade and thought. 
West was known to have a club as one of 
his last two cards. Wat the otter the sev- 
en of diamonds or the jack of spades? 
South guessed wrong and was one down. 


The hand wasn't a triumph for science, 


but It wasn't a tragedy cither.

other table the grand slam was bid and 
somehow or other South managed to go 
down two.

quee and crying room for Infants, In 1973 
was a perfect setup for a return to nos- 
talgia. 


Cammnck said he had the answer.

tionwide," he said. "At the time, Dallas 
was the only city of its size not to have n 
theater that specialized in nostalgic mov- 
ies." 


THE GHANADA switched to Bogart in 


April, 1973. With movies such as "Case- 
blnnco," "Grand Hotel" and the "Mal- 
tese Falcon," the theater doubled its usu- 
al gross. Packed houses were not uncom- 
mon when (he Mnrx brothers were on the 
screen, 


"We had a very good spring, a fair 


The poor fall 
ate up much of the profit we made in the 
preceding spring," Cam mack said. "But 
ths crowds returned (his winter and ev- 
erything was on the upswing. 'King of 
Hearts' was having a fantastic run."

talgia policy. The Granada was planning 
to show a scries of old MGM musicals 
during February. 


Then came the announcement In late 


January. The Granada was switching to 
X-ratcd films. 


"Going to the Granada was a fun cxpe- 


rienre. It's a popcorn and Pepsi kind of 
movie house," said John Anders, amuse- 
ments editor of the' Dallas Morning 
News. "Somehow I don't think the rain- 
coat crowd is going to fully appreciate 
the Granada."

The report also states "the petitioner

With a mortgage and family to sup- 


port, the $420-per-month unemployment 
check isn't enough. So Pettitti looked for 
help, for food stamps to get him through 
the toughest time of his life.

There is a several week wait to get an

Hun- 
dreds of residents arc applying every 
week. 


"Sure, it's frustrating," Pettitti says. 


"You go there for help, and they tell you 
it takes four to six weeks more. . . .

"I want a report that shows how 911 


can work and what it takes to make it 
work, not excuses saying why it won't 
work," he said. 


LT. FRED HENNING of the fire de- 


partment who submitted the report is op- 
posed to the 911 emergency concept 
which is similar to a central emergency 
dispatch system used by several area po- 
lice departments. 


Hcnnlng said fire departments opposed 


the emergency 911 number because "we 
want to be the first one that emergency 
fire call for help reaches; we don't have 
another minute and want that call for 
help to reach us on the first ring."

under federal and state mandates that 
instruct it to have an operational 911 
emergency system by 1982. 


"I want our village to get started now 


on something we will have to accept 
eventually and not get caught In a rush 
decision later," Kenna said. 


The federal government has offered 


the phone company financial help to im- 
plement the system and the phone com- 
pany is enthusiastic about the plan. 


"As far as our own costs are con- 


cerned we would just be paying commu- 
nications experts to handle radio rooms 
instead of training fire and policemen to 
be radio operators," he said. "Using 
trained officers for communications work 
is the real waste of money."

Two persons were dead from gunshot 


wounds late Friday night in what police 
theorize may have been the murdor-sul- 
cldc of Gory and Virginia Zllligcn at 7 N. 
Main, Mount Prospect. 


Police arrived at the apartment short- 


ly after 11 p.m. Friday and found Gary 
Zllligcn. -to, with a gunshot wound in his 
head. They found his wife, Virginia, 36, 
with a wound In her chest. Both victims 
wcro taken to Northwest Community 
Hospital where Gary Zilligen was pro- 


nounced dead at 11:12 p.m. and Mrs. Zil- 
ligen was pronounced dead at 11:45 p.m. 


The couple had five children ranging In 


age from 9 to 14 years. 


According to members of the family, 


Mrs. Zilligen was at the apartment of 
relatives for a birthday party and was 
leaving when she was shot by someone 
standing in the hallway. The body of 
Gary Zilligen was found nearby with an 
apparent self-inflicted wound in the bead. 


Mrs. Zilligen was reportedly scperated 


from her husband and living at 970 Rose, 
DCS Plaines. 


Police were still Investigating the In- 


cident late Friday night and were at the 
scene until around midnight, according 
to a witness. 


Members of the family said later at 


Northwest Community Hospital that they 
heard four shots in the apartment hall- 
way.

When the economy closed in on Vincent 


Pcttitti, a former $500 a week truck driv- 
er, hu became a bitter man caught in a 
tangle of burcniiqratic red tape in on ef- 
fort to get food stamps for his family. 


Pcttitti was the kind of guy who used 


to call into radio talk shows to "rap" 
welfare recipients. But the man who lost 
his job four months ago now says "it 
takes this kind of living to change your 
mind. It's like going from a decent living 
to hell. Nobody knows the situation until 
they're in the position I'm in. 


With a mortgage and family to sup- 


port, the S420-per-month unemployment 
check isn't enough. So Pcttitti looked for 
help, for food stamps to get him through 
the toughest time of his life. 


WHEN HE FINALLY received his first 


one-month allotment he understood all 
too well the problem of welfare in the 
suburbs. 


There is a several week wait to get an 


appointment to apply for food stamps at 
the Northwest Opportunity Center in Ar- 
lington Heights — the only agency in the 
area where applications are taken. It 
takes weeks more to receive them. Hun- 
dreds of residents are applying every 
week. 


"Sure, it's frustrating," Petlitti says. 


"You go there for help, and they tell you 
it takes four to six weeks more. . . . 
People ntcd help for food immediately. 
What would they do in the case of some- 
one starving?" 


Pettitti says it took three weeks to set 


up a food-stamp appointment at the op- 
portunity center. He went there on Nov. 
7, and the food stamps did not arrive in 
the mall until Dec. 24, he says. "People 
can't get along on this. This is ridicu- 
lous." After his second interview, he was 
told delivery of the food stamps would be 
in four to six weeks. 


BRUCE NEWTON, opportunity center 


director, says the wait is even longer. 
The number of food-stamp applicants has 
more than tripled during the last year 
and that waits of about four weeks are 
common for interviews. Last year the 
center was handling about 30 cases a 
week, but during the current recession 
center officials have been interviewing 
100 to120 persons a week. The center has 
expanded its program to two full-time 
workers five days a week. "It's rough," 
Nowton adds. He notes that some people 
are waiting for as long as two months to

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May face lawsuits 
School district refuses 
to pay village utility tax 


by KATIIEIUNE BOYCE 


Schaumburg Township DM. 54 has re- 


fused to pay a utility tax levied by tho 
Village o( Hoffman Estates and may face 
lawsuits by utility companies. 


Tho village levies a 5 per cent tax on 


natural gas, telephone arid electric bills. 
The utilities pass the tax on to tho con- 
sumer, plus an additional ,5 per cent for 
its record-keeping costs. The tax took ef- 
fect Jan. 1. 


Dist. M officials have protested tho 


levy, saying It would cost the school sys- 
tem an additional $9,000 In tax payments 
a year. The district pays about $158,000 
for utilities in its schools in Hoffman Es- 
tates. 


Tho Hoffman Estates village board au- 


thorized its attorney to draw up a resolu- 
tion calling for a quarterly rebate of util- 
ity taxes paid by other local govern- 
ments such as school districts and park 
districts. The resolution will come before 
the /illage board for approval Monday. 


THE DIST. 54 board decided Thursday, 


in a 54 vote, that It would not accept the 
rebate plan. "It doesn't seem right that 
we should pay a village tax," said board 
member Edward Bedard, who made the 
motion. Public schools do not pay state, 
federal or property taxes, he said, and 
the payment of a local tax would set "an 
extremely bad precedent." He added 
that the school district has no guarantee 
that the village may repeal the rebate 
plan in future years.

legal or illegal until the courts decide. We 
are aware of the fact that it probably 
will end up being a court case and only 
the lawyers will get rich at it." 


Village Mgr. George Longmeyer of 


Hoffman Esttes said Friday the payment 
of the bill is a matter between the school 
district and the utility company and not 
a village matter. "The tax is not on the 
consumer, it's on tho producer of the 
utility," Longmeyer said, and "the school 
district Is not being taxed directly." 


If Dist. 54 does not pay the extra 5.5 


per cent "in essence they're not paying 
their total bill," Longmeyer said. "He 
added, "I don't know how their attorney 
could advise them to violate the law." 


WHEN CONTACTED by the Herald 


Friday, Dist. 54 Atty. Frank Hlnes said 
he was unaware of the board's decision 
and had not advised school officials .to 
refuse to pay that portion of their utility 
bill. Hines said he would have no further 
comment until he spoke with Dist. 54 of- 
ficials. 


If Dist. 54 continues to refuse to pay 


the utility tax portion of its gas bill, 
"there is nothing we can do but turn it 
over to the lawyers," said Robert Collen, 
director of corporate responsibility for 
Northern Illinois Gas Co. 


The gas company has filed suit against 


a school district In Wheaton for not pay- 
Ing its utility bill in a similar situation. 
The cose has been in court for more than 
a year, Collen said. He said the gas com- 
pany has no choice but to pay the munic- 
ipal tax and pass the cost on to the con- 
sumer as provided by an Illinois Com- 
merce Commission ruling in the 1940s. 


COLLEN SAID he doubts that the gas 


company would discontinue service to 
the schools. "We wouldn't cut off a 
school district," he said. 


Mary Kay Keraian, Illinois Bell public 


relations representative, said Friday the 
company is "put in the position of legally 
collecting the tax that has been Imposed 
by the village of Hoffman Estates." The 
matter of not paying the bill "really has 
to be resolved between the school district 
itself and the Village of Hoffman Es- 
ttes." 


The district superintendent for Com- 


monwealth Edison Co. could not be 
reached for comment Friday.

welfare recipients. But the man who lost 
his job four months ago now says "it 
takes this kind of living to change your 
mind. It's like going from a decent living 
to hell. Nobody knows the situation until 
they're in the position I'm in. 


With a mortgage and family to sup- 


port, the S-120-per-month unemployment 
check isn't enough. So Pettltti looked for 
help, for food stamps to get him through 
the toughest time of his life. 


WHEN HE FINALLY received his first 


one-month allotment he understood all 
too well the problem of welfare in the 
suburbs. 


There is a several week wait to get an 


appointment to apply for food stamps at 
the Northwest Opportunity Center in Ar- 
lington Heights — the only agency in the 
area where applications are taken. It 
takes weeks more to receive them. Hun- 
dreds of residents are applying every 
week. 


"Sure, it's frustrating," Pettitti says. 


"You go there for help, and they tell you 
it takes four to six weeks more. . . . 
People ntcd help for food immediately. 
What would they do in the case of some- 
one starving?" 


Pettltti says it took three weeks to set 


up a food-stamp appointment at the op- 
portunity center. He went there on Nov. 
7, and the food stamps did not arrive in 
the mail until Dec. 24, he says. "People 
can't get along on this. This is ridicu- 
lous." After his second interview, he was 
told delivery of the food stamps would be 
in four to six weeks. 


BRUCE NEWTON, opportunity center 


director, says the wait is even longer. 
The number of food-stamp applicants has 
more than tripled during the last year 
and that waits of about four weeks are 
common for interviews. Last year the 
center was handling about 30 cases a 
week, but during the current recession 
center officials have been interviewing 
100 to 120 persons a week. The center has 
expanded its program to two full-time 
workers five days a week.

STEWART DIAMOND, attorney for 


nine suburbs in the Oak Lawn area, said 
state law prohibits solid-waste disposal 
districts in Cook County. The Illinois 
General Assembly would have to amend 
the law to permit them, he said. 


The Oak Lawn communities started ex- 


ploring two years ago two other possi- 
bilities, an agreement similar to the one 
under which the Northwest Educational 
Cooperative operates, and a contract sys- 
tem with one community taking responsi- 
bility and risks and receiving profits. 


Meyer said the district could examine 


alternative methods of garbage disposal 
ranging from a large landfill to con- 
version of waste to methane gas or 
"shipping it on a gondola railroad car 
out of the state." He said he favors the 
methane gas procedure, although the dis- 
trict might find another process that 
would be better. 


Meyer called solid waste, or garbage, 


"the number one problem" facing the 
suburbs today. "Water is the number two 
problem, and there has been talk about 
setting up a water district," Meyer said. 
If area municipalities are interested in a 
water cooperative, a similar interest In a 
joint garbage disposal solution is pos- 
sible, he said.

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Village shelves 
redevelopment 
plan for downtown 


by JOANN VAN WYE 


A redevelopment plan for downtown 


Palatine, which was financed and backed 
by a group of businessmen, has been 
shelved while village officials take a look 
at what is feasible for the area and how 
to Ret It. 


Talk of high-rise apartment buildings, 


pedestrian malls, specialty shops, park- 
ing structures and a cultural center was 
premature, said Steven Lcnct, planning 
and zoning administrator. 


The land-use concept plan for the 


downtown area prepared by Wilton Bat- 
tles of Planning Horizons Inc., is being 
held in abeyance, Lcnct said. The plan 
was financed and recommended by the 
Now Palatine Committee, a group of 12 
businessmen appointed a year ago to 
make recommendations to the village 
board on downtown redevelopment. 


"The physical form the downtown will 


take is still pretty far off," Lcnct said. 
tie added the land-use concept plan may 
or may not prove to be a viable plan for 
the downtown after some preliminary 
studies are conducted, including a mar- 
ket study of what the area will support. 


"Wo want the downtown to be a vibr- 


ant and active center — a focus for the 
community. Wo want to make sure what 
happens is right," Lcnct said, empha- 
sizing that redevelopment will continue 
to have high priority. 


VILLAGE WES. Wendell E. Jones 


agreed a new land-use concept plan may 
have to be drawn up and public hearings 
held again. 


"Wo have not forgotten the downtown 


redevelopment. It's Just a question of 
what comes first," Jono sold. Jones said 
a critical path for developers to follow In 
getting approval of a development is 
being prepared at the present time and 
should be ready this summer. 


The critical path will outline the steps 


a developer must take and the informa- 
tion ho must make available to village 
officials in presenting his redevelopment 
plans for approval. 


"Right now if a developer came in and 


said ho wanted to develop downtown Pal- 
atine wo would not know what to tell 
him," Jones said. 


The ordinance outlining a critical path 


"will givo the developers flexibility to do 
•Ign on pathetically pleasing downtown 
with protection of everyone's rights," Le- 
nd sold.

"We won't permit piecemeal devel- 


opment. We arc not going to have any 
more of that. That has been our problem 
and we're not going to let It happen any- 
more if we can help it," Jones said. 


A redevelopment commission is ex- 


pected to be appointed by the village 
board to guide the downtown redevelop- 
ment. The commission could have the 
power to condemn property, assemblo 
large tracts of land for developers, apply 
for federal and state grants and remove 
or demolish structures. 


"If the money market eases up, I think 


things will begin to happen" once a rede- 
velopment ordinance Is adopted and re- 
development

appointed, 


Jones said. 


LENET SAID THREE studies would 


have to be conducted before any redevel- 
opment could get under way. The studies 
Include a market analysis, master plan 
for tho downtown and relocation study. 


A market study is necessary because If 


the wrong uses are constructed and there 
Is "no market for them downtown we 
will be worse off than now because the 
viable uses will have been forced out," 
Lcnct said. "It needs to be a unique plan 
to the area. We can't expect to compete 
wUhaWoodfleJd." 


The master plan would Mow the mar- 


ket analysis and outline the best location 
for tho various types of development. 
Next would be a relocation study in case 
merchants had to be relocated to make 
way for the redevelopment. 


"We have the capacity but not the 


manpower (to do the studies)," Lenet 
said. Ho said federal or state funds may 
bo available for the redevelopment com- 
mission to use to hire a consulting firm to 
do the studies. 


Jones suggested tho studies would be 


done at the developers' expense because 
tbo village could not afford them. 


LENET AND JONES agreed the ordi- 


nance, appointment of a commission and 
preliminary studies may be time con- 
suming but are necessary to get a good 
downtown redevelopment. 


"The redevelopment isn't going to hap- 


pen unless it happens in a logical direc- 
tion. We have to give leadership on how 
it should happen," Jones said. "We have 
got to have one step and then the next. 
Several times in the village's history one 
step has been taken but never the next. 
This time there will be a next logical 
step to take." 


Jones emphasized it would bo up to 


free enterprise to make the redevelop- 
ment happen. 


"The village Is very interested In 


seeing this take place and I think it will 
happen. The people should not be dis- 
appointed If it does not happen in the 
next year or two, the thing that's impor- 
tant is that when it does happen it's the 
best possible plan," Lenet said.

When the economy closed in on Vincent 


Pcttitti, a former $500 a week truck driv- 
er, lie became a bitter man caught in a 
tangle of bureaucratic red tape in an ef- 
fort to get food stamps for his family. 


Pettitti was the kind of guy who used 


to call into radio talk shows to "rap" 
welfare recipients. But the man who lost 
bis job four months ago now says "it 
takes this kind of living to change your 
mind. It's like going from a decent living 
to hell. Nobody knows the situation until 
they're in the position I'm in. 


With a mortgage and family to sup- 


port, the S420-per-month unemployment 
check isn't enough. So Pettitti looked for 
help, for food stamps to get liim through 
the toughest time of his life. 


WHEN HE FINALLY received his first 


one-month allotment he understood all 
loo well the problem of welfare in the 
suburbs. 


There is a several week wait to get an 


appointment to apply for food stamps at 
the Northwest Opportunity Center in Ar- 
lington Heights — the only agency in the 
area where applications arc taken. It 
takes weeks more to receive them. Hun- 
dreds of residents are applying every 
week. 


"Sure, it's frustrating," Pettitti says. 


"You go there for help, and they tell you 
it takes four to six weeks more. . . . 
People nted help for food immediately. 
What would they do in the case of some- 
one starving?" 


Pcttitti says it took three weeks to set 


up a food-stamp appointment at the op- 
portunity center. He went there on Nov. 
7, and the food stamps did not arrive in 
the mail until Dec. 24, he says. "People 
can't get along on this. This is ridicu- 
lous." After his second interview, he was 
told delivery of the food stamps would be 
in four to six weeks. 


BRUCE NEWTON, opportunity center 


director, says the wait is even longer. 
The number of food-stamp applicants has 
more than tripled during the last year 
and that waits of about four weeks are 
common for interviews. Last year the 
center was handling about 30 cases a 
week, but during the current recession 
center officials have been interviewing 
100 to 120 persons a week. The center has 
expanded its program to two full-time 
workers five days a week. "It's rough," 
Newton adds. He notes that some people 
arc waiting for as long as two months to

Two persons ucrc dead from gunshot 


wounds late Friday night In what police 
theorize may have been the murder-sui- 
cide of Gary and Virginia Zllligcn at 7 N. 
Miln, Mount Prospect. 


Police arrived at the apartment short- 


ly after 11 p.m. Friday and found Gory 
Zllligcn, 40, with a gunshot wound In his 
head. They found his wife, Virginia, 36, 
with a wound in her chest. Both victims 
were taken to Northwest Community 
Hospital where Gory ZlUIgea was pro- 


nounced dead at 11:12 p.m. and Mrs. Zil- 
ligcn was pronounced dead at 11:45 p.m. 


The couple had five children ranging in 


age from 9 to 14 years. 


According to members of the family, 


Mrs. Zllligcn was at the apartment of 
relatives for a birthday party and was 
leaving when she was shot by someone 
standing in the hallway. The body of 
Gary Zilligcn was found nearby with an 
apparent self-inflicted wound in the bead.

72 million gallons a day 
EPA backs MSB's plan 
for treating city sewage 


I l l i n o i s Environmental Protection 


Agency officials have endorsed the Met- 
ropolitan Sanitary District's plnn to treat 
73 million gallons of sewage per day at a 
treatment plant In DCS Plaines despite 
planners' arguments the plant should bo 
smaller. 


An Illinois EPA spokesman said Fri- 


day that sanitary district and Illinois 
EPA officials met In Chicago Thursday 
and agreed the plant should be designed 
with n 72-milllon gallon daily capacity 
because of population projections for the 
area. 


The state and sanitary district officials 


also discussed the merits of the proposed 
plant site at the corner of Elmhurst

ment of the location is contingent on the 
federal environmental impact statement 
for the plant. 


It's up to the federal EPA whether the 


plant gets grant funding in the long run. 


DES PLAINES Aid. Richard Ward, 


8th, said Friday the fact that the state is 
•Mtuldering the merits of the proposed 


site is a good sign for DCS Plaines resi- 
dents. 


"It means it's not a foregone con- 


clusion" that the plant must be built on 
the Ookton-Elmhurst site," Ward said. 


Ward and several other Des Plaines of- 


ficials declined to comment on an MSD 
threat to sue the city for J200 million if 
DCS Plalnes holds up the federal grant 
approval for the grant.

Eppley said he is "annoyed" by the 
amount of snow plowing and salting that 
village employes are forced to do on 
state roads. 


Eppley said he plans to take the prob- 


lem to the Northwest Municipal Confer- 
ence to find out if other communities 
also have problems in getting the state to 
keep its roads clear. 


"I'm going to toss it out and see if 


others are experiencing similar prob- 
lems," he said. "We want it to reach 
higher authorities." 


In recent years village officials have 


become concerned about the state's fail- 
ure to adequately plow and salt its roads. 
Eppley said that last year he and other 
village officials met with state highway 
department officials to discuss the prob- 
lem. 


"We got assurances of cooperation un- 


til we got down to the local level," Ep- 
pley said. He said at that point he was 
told that there was not enough equipment 
to plow and salt state roads adequately. 


DAVID L. CREAMER, public works 


director, said that his men often plow or 
salt state roads after work on the village 
roads is completed. 


"If the police say it is a serious situ- 


ation, if we're out and the state isn't 
there, we'll go out and salt it," Creamer 
said, noting that the same holds true of 
snow plowing. 


For example, on Dec. 18 the police re- 


quested salting on state roads to prevent 
further accidents. It took 12 tons of salt 


and 45 minutes to salt the roads, which 
Eppley said the state had only salted at 
intersections. 


Creamer said he is concerned that 


work on the state roads will decrease the 
amount of service provided by the vil- 
lage on village streets. "It just seems to 
me that if it is their responsibility, some- 
how funds should be made available," he 
said. 


EPPLEY SAID the village had even 


considered contracting with the state to 
take over maintenance of the state roads 
that run through the village. They in- 
clude Northwest Highway, Rand Road, 
111. Rte. 83 and Golf Road. 


The state, however, was offering too 


little money for the village to accept full 
responsibility for the roads. Eppley said 
it would be financially unfeasible to ac-

In Mount Prospect 
Man, wife are slain in 
apparent murder-suicide 


Two persons were dead from gunshot 


wounds late Friday night In what police 
theorize may have been the murder-sui- 
cide of Gory and Virginia ZlUlgcn at 7 N. 
Main. Mount Prospect. 


Police arrived at the apartment short- 


ly after 11 p.m. Friday and found Gary 
Zllligen. 40. with a gunshot wound In his 
bead. They found his wife, Virginia. 36, 
with a wound in her chat Both victims 
were Uken to Northwest Community 
Hotpltil where Gary Zllligen was pro- 


nounced dead at 11:12 p.m. and Mrs. Zil- 
ligcn was pronounced dead at 11:45 p.m. 


The couple had five children ranging In 


age from 9 to 14 years. 


According to members of the family, 


Mrs. Zllligen was at the apartment of 
relatives for a birthday party and was 
leaving when she was shot by someone 
standing in the hallway. The body of 
Gary Zllligen was found nearby with an 
apparent self-inflicted wound in the head. 


Mrs. Zilligen was reportedly separated 


from her husband and living at 970 Rose, 
Des Plaines. 


Police were still investigating the In- 


cident late Friday night and were at the 
scene until around midnight, according 
to a witness. 


Members of the family said later at 


Northwest Community Hospital that they 
heard four shots in the apartment hall- 
way.

When the economy closed In on Vincent 


PettittI, a former $500 a week truck driv- 
er, he became a bitter man caught in a 
tangle of bureaucratic red tape in an ef- 
fort to get food stamps for his family. 


Pettitti was the kind of guy who used 


to call into radio talk shows to "rap" 
welfare recipients. But the man who lost 
bis job four months ago now says "it 
takes this kind of living to change your 
mind. It's like going from a decent living 
•to hell. Nobody knows the situation until 
they're in the position I'm In. 


With a mortgage and family to sup- 


port, the S420-per-month unemployment 
check isn't enough. So Pettitti looked for 
help, for food stamps to get him through 
the toughest time of his life. 


WHEN HE FINALLY received his first 


one-month allotment he understood all 
too well the problem of welfare in the 
suburbs. 


There is a several week wait to get an 


appointment to apply for food stamps at 
the Northwest Opportunity Center hi Ar- 
lington Heights — the only agency in the 
.area where applications are taken. It 
takes weeks more to receive them. Hun- 
dreds of residents are applying every 
week. 


"Sure, it's frustrating," PettiUi says. 


"You go there for help, and they tell you 
it takes four to six weeks more. . . . 
People nted help for food immediately. 
What would they do in the case of some- 
one starving?" 


Pettitti says it took three weeks to set 


up a food-stamp appointment at the op- 
portunity center. He went there on Nov. 
7, and the food stamps did not arrive in 
the mall until Dec. 24, he says. "People 
can't get along on this. This is ridicu- 
lous." After his second interview, he was 
told delivery of the food stamps would be 
in four to six weeks. 


BRUCE NEWTON, opportunity center 


director, says the wait is even longer. 
The number of food-stamp applicants has 
more than tripled during the last year 
and that waits of about four weeks are 
common for interviews. Last year the 
center was handling about 30 cases a 
week, but during the current recession 
center officials have been interviewing 
100 to 120 persons a week. The center has 
expanded its program to two full-time 
workers five days a week. "It's rough," 
Newton adds. He notes that some people 
are waiting for as long as two months to
